M. Smith last Monday was the starting point 
for a shakeup in the department which cul 
minated in the appointment of Captain | 
| George Dane as chief, Chief Smith as clerk, 
Leonard Saunders as sergeant, and William 
R, Shaw as a regular police officer. The Board 
of Selectmen made the changes along with the 
usual list of annual appointments. | 

Former Chief Smith was first elected to the | 
position on April 16, 1914. Prior to that time 
he had been an active member of the fire de 
partment. Appointed as a permanent man on 
the first of January, 1884, he served until 
March, 1912, at which time he was elected | 
highway surveyor. He remained in this office 
until the inception of the Board of Public | 
Works in 1914, Harry M. Eames, Walter S 
Donald and Samuel Bailey were the members | 
of the Board of Selectmen which gave him his 
first appointment to the position of chief. 
Today Mr, Smith is nearing the age of eighty. 
He recalls as one of the most noteworthy ; 
events in his long interesting career the break 
ing and driving of the first pair of horses that 
the town ever owned. This took place on 
April 16, 1858, exactly 25 years to the day 
before he was appointed chief 

Six years ago Chief Smith was called into 
the Selectmen s office, where he was presented 
with a list of 47 applicants for the three 
vacancies in the police department. Out of 
this list Smith chose as the one most worthy 
of appointment George Dane, who remained 
five years as an officer prior to his appoint 
ment as captain a year ago. Dane had served 
as a reserve officer for seven years. He was 
born and has always lived in Andover. 

Because of the illness of Sergeant James | 
Napier a year ago, Leonard Saunders was 
appointed acting night sergeant and William 
R. Shaw was chosen temporarily as an officer 
to fill the place left vacant by the temporary 
promotion of Saunders. The action of the 
Selectmen Monday makes both permanent. 
Saunders is now the oldest active member on 
the force, he having served as a reserve and a 
regular for a total of twenty-two years. He 
was chosen a regular officer near the end of | 
1918. Shaw was a reserve since 1923. His 
appointment was quite generally expected by | 
most of the townspeople who were impressed 
by his ever-friendly attitude while on duty in 
the square.
